Gentlemen , 

Once  again  it  is  my  duty  to  report  to  you  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  in  your  district  for  the  year  I960. 

Staff 

There  were  no  staff  changes. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  birth  rate  in  I960  was  13.89  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  12.50  in  1959.  The  rate  in  the  Urban  areas  of  the  County  was 
15.51  and  for  the  whole  County  it  was  15*76  and  for  England  and 
Wales  17.1. 

There  was  one  still  birth  which  gives  a rate  of  4 % of  the  live 
bitths,  compared  with  2.9%  in  the  Urban  districts  and  2.6%  in  the 
whole  County.  In  1959  there  were  no  still  bitths  in  Machynlleth. 

There  was  one  illigitimate  birth  being  3.8%  of  total  births 
compared  with  4.3%  in  1359 . This  rate  in  the  Urban  districts  was 
3.9%  and  in  the  whole  County  4.4%. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  w as  no  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  - as 
was  the  cade  in  1959. 

The  rate  per  1,000  live  births  in  the  Urban  areas  was  4,  and  in 
the  whole  County  13 . This  is  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded. 

Deaths 


There  were  27  deaths  from  all  causes  giving  a rate  of  15.0 
per  1,000  population  compared  with  15.76  in  1959. 

The  rate  in  the  Urban  areas  was  11.04  and  in  the  whole  County 
11.47. 


There  was  no  death  from  tuberculosis.

No  action  was  taken  under  tain  Act  in  1990. 

Housing 

No  Council  houses  were  built  in  1900,  Plans  were  drawn  up 
for  the  erection  of  26  houses  and  six  bungalows  for  aged  persons 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  this  had  reached  tendering  stage.  These 
houses  are  to  be  built  at  the  far  end  of  TreCar-tdi. 

Negotiations  for  acquisition  of  the  site  in  Graigfach  un- 
fortunately fell  through  owing  to  the  excessive  cost. 

One  slum  property  was  demolished. 

The  Council  own  161  houses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  59  applicants  on  the 
waiting  list. 

During  I960  there  were  9 Council  houses  let  to  new  tenants. 
Housing  Acts  1940/1959 

The  Council  continues  to  award  3>0%  of  the  approved  aost  as 
regards  to  improvement  grants.  There  were  8 such  applicants  in 
respect  of  10  houses  and  three  were  applicants  for  standard  piwAwwfoa . 

One  of  these  applicants  was  not  proceeded  with  due  to  the 
high  cost  and  in  another  case  the  applicant  has  made  no  claim  for 
payment . 

I would  like  to  point  out  that  the  cost  of  these  improvements 
in  this  district  are  very  high. 

Five  of  the  houses  concerned  had  been  condemned  and  were 
vacant . 


Water  supply 

The  water  is  filtrated  and  chloronated  and  maintained  at  a 
high  standard  of  . 

During  I960  the  Urban  water  mains  were  extended  to  Fe ling err ig, 
Penegoes  and  Forge  and  also  supply  Llanwrin  and  Derwenlas. 
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Water  Supp ly  C ontd . 

A constant  supply  was  maintained  throughout  the  summer  to  the  town 
and  these  5 villages  although  the  use  of  hose  pipes  was  banned  in 

June . 

Considerable  attention  was  again  given  to  the  maintenance  of 
a night  flow  at  approximately  1,000  gallons  an  hour. 

There  ar  611  houses  in  the  Urban  area,  44  of  these  rely  on 
external  water  stand  pipes.  The  remainder  have  internal  taps.

Daily  meat  inspection  duties  were  carried  out  at  the  Machynlleth 
Slaughterhouse  throughout  the  year.  The  bulk  of  the  meat  inspects a 
is  sent  outside  the  Urban  area.  Meat  is  also  Drought  inn  the 
Machynlleth  Urbcan  area  frc-m  outside  sources. 

The  Mutual  aid  agreement  between  this  Council  and  th~  Tcwyn  > 
Urban  district  Council  is  still  in  operation  and  is  proving  beneficial. 

The  quality  of  the  meat  was  generally  satisfactory  and  the 
condemnations  were  minor  in  character  and  apart  from  two  instance  do 
not  warrant  special  mention. 

During  the  year  there  were  two  oases  of  "C.  Bovis”  found  in 
bo vino  carcases .

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HOUSING  GRANTS 


This  subject  has  been  referred  to  by  the  liedicsl  Officer.  The 
Council  is  not  bound  to  give  discretionary  grants  but  the  policy 
of  awarding  this  form  of  grant-aid  in  all  suitable  coses  continues. 
This  is  a distinct  help  to  people 3 particularly  as  the  cost  cf 
building  work  in  the  town  is  high.  This  policy  also. ensures  that 
some  of  the  unfit  houses  are  made  fit  for  habitation.
